Mystery of Rich Merchant’s Dis- 
appearance Solved by Find- 
ing Secret Cave. .

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 26. 
—{Exciusive Dispatch.) The 
mystery of the queer disap- 
pearance two yer ; ago of Ar- 
senei Kapustinski, a wealthy 
merchant of Riazan, has been 
cleared in an amazing manner. 
San diggers at work on the 
outskirts of the town found an 
artificial entrance to a large 
cave. On procuring lights they 
saw a sight which amazed 
them. Here ani there in the 
walls of the cave large niches 
hed been hewn and in each 
niche was an icon of a Vir- 
gin or of some Russian saint. 

In the center of the room was 
seated the remains of a man. 
Folded around it were soiled 
remains of what must have 
been a magnificent robe of gold 
brocade. .There were three 
charcoal braziers in differen: 
parts of the cave with White 
ashes in them. 

The police took the matter up 
and made it clear that the re- 
mains were those of Arsenei 
Kapustinski, who had retired to 
this place in a frenzy of fanati- 
cism and asphyxiated himself 
with the burning charcoal.

HICAGO, Feb. 26.—[Exclusive Dispatch:}] Chicago had $8,800,000 
more money in circulation last year than jt would have had with- 
out the Convention Bureau of the Chicago Association of Commerce. 
This was one of the points brought out at the third annual 


Charles A. Stevens, chairman of the Convention Bureaw,. thus com- 
mented on the results of 245 conventions: ea 

“I think we are conservative when we say that the efforts ot the 
bureau brought to Chicago last year not less than 276,000 visitors, aud 
these visitors remained an average of four days each, which would 
equal 1,100,000 visitors for one day. 

“Now, if a man paid $1.50 for his room and 50 cents each for his 
three meals, and walked all the time, and did not buy a paper or go 
to a theater, his living would be as low as $3.a day. ’ 

“We believe even that man would spend $5 among all the oppor- 
tunities that Chicago affords for spending money. :

The greater por- 
tion of them he sold to the Louvre 
and similar institutions. The two 
which the museum has acquired were 
obtained ‘rom their owners through 
Mr. Bernard. 

The most valvable is a life-size rep- 
resentation of The Virgin and Child.“ 
and once was at the entrance of a 
cathedral in Central France. It was 
cast down by the foes of the church 
during the Reign of Terror, and the 
image of the child was broken. The 
figure of the Virgin is remarkable in 
the exquisite modeling of its draper- 
des, and strongly suggesis the classic 
Greek treatment. 

“St. Anne“ is the subject of the sec- 
ond figure. The statue belongs to tne 
fifteenth century, and in the ornamen- 
tation of its dr“™ries suggests the 
dawn of the renalnsance.

In Message to Congress, Pres- 
ident Urges Action. 


Declares That Various Rivers 
Should Be Improved. 


— — 


Discloses Facts Gleaned by 


Commission. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Pres- 
ident today sent to Congress the fol- 
lowing message on the subject of in- 
land waterways: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I transmit herewith a pre- 
liminary report from the Inland 
Waterways Commission, which was ap- 
‘pointed by me last March in response 
to a widespread interest and demand 
from the people. The basis of this de- 
mand lay in the general and admitted 
inability of the railroads to handie 
promptiy the traffic of the country, 
and especially the crops of the pre- 
vious fall. 

“This report is well worth your at- 
tention. It is thorough, conservative, 
sane and just. It represents the ma- 
ture judgment of a body of men excep- 
tionally qualified, by personal experi- 
ence and knowledge of conditions 
throughout the United States, to un- 
derstand and discuss the great prob- 
lem of how best to use our waterway 
in the interest of all the people. Un- 
usual care has been taken to secure 
accuracy and balance of statement. 
POSSIBLY OVERCONSSRVATIVE. 

„It the report errs at all it is by over- 


tion, } conservatism. It contains findings or 


statements of fact, a number of spe- 
cific recommendations, and an account 
of inquiries still in progress, and it is 
based in part on statistics and other 
information contained in a voluminous 
appendix. The subject with which it 
deals is of critical importance both to 
= present and the future of our coun- 


“Our river systems are better adapt- 
ed needs of the 


a part 

the nation as those of the United States. 
In view of the use made of rivers 
elsewhere, the fallure to use our own 
is astonishing. and no thoughtful man 
can believe that it win last. The ac- 
companying report indicates 
the reasons for it and the way to end it. 

The commission finds that it was 
unregulated railroad competition which 
prevented or destroyed the develop- 
ment of commerce on our inland water- 
ways. The Mississippi, our greatest 
natural highway, is a case in point. At 
one time the traffic upon it was with- 
out a rival in any country. The report 
shows that commerce wag driven from 
the Mississippi by the railroads. While 
production was limited, the railwayr, 
with their convenient terminals, gave 
quicker and more satisfactory service 
than the waterways. Later they pre- 
vented the restoration of river traffic 
by keeping down their rates along th» 
ri vers, recouping themselves by 
charges elsewhere. They also acquired 
water fronts and terminals to an ex- 
tent which made water competition 
impossible. 

IN HANDS OF RAILROADS. 

“Throughout the country the rall- 
ways have secured such control of 
canals and steamboat lines that to- 
day inland waterway transportation is 
largely in their hands. This was nat- 
ural, doubtless inevitable under 
the circumstances, but it should not 
be allowed to continue, unless under 
careful government regulation. 

“Comparatively little inland freight 
is carried by boat which is not car- 
ried a part of its journey by rail also. 
As the report shows, the successful de- 
velopment and use of our interstate 
waterways will require intelligent reg- 
ulation of the relations between rail 
and water traffic. When this is done 
the railways and waterways will assist 
Ustead of injuring each other. Both 
will benefit, but the chief benefit wil! 
accrue to the people in general through 
quicker and cheaper transportation. 

“The report rests throughout on the 
fundamental conception that every wa- 
terway should be made to serve the 
people as largely and in as many dit- 
ferent ways as possible. It is poor 
business to develop a river for naviga- 
tion-in such a way as to prevent its 
use for power, when by a little fore- 
sight it could be made to serve both 
purposes. We cannot afford needlessly 
to sacrifice power to irrigation, or ir- 
rigation to domestic water supply, 
when by taking thought we may have 
all three. 


FLOODS AND DRAINAGE. 

“Every stream should be used to 
the utmost. No stream can be so used 
unless such use is planned for in ad- 
vance. When such plans are made 
we shall find that, instead of inter- 
fering, one use can often be made to 
assist another. Each river system, 
from its headwaters in the forest to 
3838 on the coast, is a Single 
unit, 
Navigation of the lower reaches of a 
stream cannot be fully developed 
without the control of floods and low 
water by storage and drainage. 

“Navigable channels are directly 
concerned with the protection of 
source waters, and with soil erosion 
which takes the materials for bars 
and shoals from the richest portions 
of our farms. The uses of a stream 
for domestic and municipal water sup- 
ply, for power, and in many cases for 
irrigation, must also be taken into full 
account. 

The development of our inland wa- 
terways will have results far beyond 
the immediate gain to commerce. Deep 
channels along the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts and from the Gulf to the Great 
Lakes will have high value for the na- 
tional defense. he use of water 
power will measurably relieve the 
drain upon-our diminishing supplies 
of coal, and transportation by water 
instead of rail only will tend to con- 
serve our tron. Forest pro 
without which river improvement can- 
not be permanent, will at the same 
time help to postpone the threatened 
timber famine, and will secure us 
against a total dearth of timber by 
providing for the perpetuation of the 
remaining woodlands. 

QUESTION OF IRRIGATION. 

“Trrigation will create the means of 
livelihood for millions of people, and 
supplies of pure water will powerfully 

ote the public health. If the pol- 
icy of waterway improvement here 
recommended is out it will af- 
fect for good every citizen of the re- 
public. The national government must 
play the leading part in securing the 
largest possible use of our waterways; 
other agencies can assist, and should 
assist, but the work is essentially na- 
tional in its scope. 

The various uses of waterways are 
now dealt with by bureaus sca 


tor navigation, 


and should be treated as such.

SEES DANGER AHEAD. 


Austria Thinks the Appointment of a 
Governor for Macedonia Would 
Cause War. 

IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
VIENNA, Feb. 26—The Austrian 
Foreign Office highly praises the friend- 
ly attitude of Great Britain as revealed 
in the speeches yesterday by Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, Foreign Secretary in the 
House of Commons, and Lord Fitz- 
maurice, under foreign secretary, 
the House of Lords, but points out 
that, should the suggestion be made 
seriously of appointing a permanent 
Governor of Macedonia by the signa- 
tory powers, it would expose the Euro- 
pean concert to the severest strain, be- 
cause it is believed that Turkey would 


yield the sovereignity of Macedonia. 
The Neu Frie Presse reminds its 
readers that Baron von Aehrentahl, the 
Austrian Foreign Minister, recently 
condemned as a dangerous siep the 
idea of appointing an independent 
Governor.

Headway in Work. 
Some Striking Examples of 
Im proved Conditions. 


Nearly one hundred miles of unsight- 
ly telephone, trolley and electric light 


fifty-foot lot, but the improvement is 
apparent in many parts of the city, 
and it is advancing all the time. 

It is promised by the companies con- 
cerned that within a €ew years there 
will not be an whnecessary pole on 
the city streets. Instead of the nu- 
merous s¢attering Jines of small poles 
there will be on each street but one 
and at most two lines of excellent con- 
struction, carrying all the wires of the 
different companies. Street trees will 
have a better chance and the sky line 
in residence districts will not look so 
much like the rear yard of a tene- 
ment house with its clutter of clothes 
lines. 

A little more than a r ago several 
of the local public-utility companies 
began negotiations looking toward the 
elimination of all street poles not nec- 
essary in the conduct of ir business. 
After several months these proceedings 
resuited in the adoption of a format 
agreement in which were joined the 
Edison Electric Company, Pacific Ligh; 
and Power Company, Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Company, Los Ange- 
les Railway Company, Los Angeles 
Inter-Urban Company, Pacific Electric 
Rallway Company and the Los Ange- 
jes-Pacific Company. Later the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and 
the Home Telephone and Telegraph 
Company entered into the agreement, 

It was agreed that, so far as pos- 
sibie, all companies would join in fu- 
ture pole-line construction aud recon- 
struction as rapidly as circumstances 
would warrant, in such manner as to 
eliminate all unnecessary poles. ö

us. Once more comes the cry from Macedonia 
and again has Sir Edward Grey sounded a “note of 
warhing.” The Macedonian question has been both- 
ering the chancelleries of Great Britain and the 
European continent for so long now that some of the 
diplomats would find their occupation gone were it 
to be suddenly settled. Sir Edward Grey, too, has 
made a habit of bobbing up once in a while to pipe 
‘his “note of warning“ and then has taken a comfort- 
able seat somewhere out of the limelight till called 
on again. And still Turkish tyranny goes on and 
the unfortunate subjects of misrule, instead of find- 
ing their condition bettered by what is called the 
concert of powers, have been made to suffer for 
every pin prick which that concert has administered 
to the Porte. 

There is but one way in which to make “Abdul 
the damned” ameliorate the lot of the Christians 
within the borders of his domain, which includes the 
very cradles of the world and of the faith, and that is 
for some stronger power to “thunder at the gates” 
of Constantinople, just as the Russians did in 1878. 
Sir Edward Grey has constantly fooled us into be- 
eving that the British might “do the trick.“ but 
the Court of St. James has evidently so far felt that 
hasty action on its part would plunge Europe into a 
conflict far worse in its nature and consequences 
than even the torment @f the Macedonians. 

Thousands of Christians in all parts of the world 
have based their hopes on British interference. They 
know that ii is practically impossible for the United 
States to carry the cross of the crusader across the 
ocean and down to the Bosphorus, but they have felt 
that Great Britain might produce another Richard 
of the Lion Heart who would disregard all concerts 
of power, all secret treaties and prove Indeed fidei 
defensor, defender of the faith, 

Perhaps Sir Edward Grey will yet screw his cour- 
age to the sticking point and force the Campbell- 
Bannerman government to act. He told the British 
House of Commons plainly, night before last, that 
the Macedonian question, which has more than once 
led to a European war, is rapidly nearing a point 
where the concert of powers must either justify it- 
self or stultify itself, and he added, ominously, that 
if the concert disappears it is impossible to foretell 
what grave misunderstandings may arise, what 
catastrophe may be provoked.

Proves Earth's Rotation. 

Father Guicheteau, a leader of the 
Fathers of Mercy in New York, and 
at the same time an eminent astrono- 
mer, recently conducted in New York 
the “Foucault experiment” of prbdving 
the rotation of the earth. This is the 
first time the experiment has ever been 
performed in. the United States. The 
Foucault experiment” was performed 
in the rotunda of the Church of Our 
lady of Lourdes, at Broadway ard 
Aberdeen street, in Brooklyn. The

He then set fire to the thread and 
released the pendulum, which swung 
across the disc, following the equatorial 
line to a hair's breadth. The watchers 
then took out their stop watches a 
timed the swing. At the beginning, t 
swing from side to side was ave sees. 
onds in duration, and accurately along 
the equatorial line. 

As the pendulum Wung from its lof- 
ty attachment it was noticed that it 
left the equatorial line and began to 
swing away to the east and west. At 
the end of one hour it had attained 
a distance of m., 47s. from its original 
position along the center line. It was 
then swinging northeast and south- 
weet. At the begfhining its course had 
been absolutely north and ‘south. 

This certainly proved te the unaided 
human eye that the earth had deviated 
from its course from the time of the 
beginning of the experiment to the 
time when the motion of the weight 
had attained its greatest distance from 
the central plane.

Seeking a Cure for Cancer. . 

Medical men In Paris are working 
harder than ever to learn all about 
cancer and to find a cure for it. At 
the Beaujon Hospital this week, under 
the auspices of the celebrated surgeon, 
Tuffier, Dr. Maute described his latest 
research in diagnosing cancer, Briefly 
he makes microscopic examinations of 
the blood under various conditions, He 
guys that a marked diminution of the 
humber of red corpuscles in the blood, 
accompanied by a decrease of haemo- 
globin and a slight inéresse of num-

Eli H. Crowley, the East Second- 
street employment broker who was 
shot in the abdomen Tuesday after- 
noon by a former employé, died last 
night at 8:45 o’clock at thé California 
Hospital. 

The police are on the lookout for 
Tom Perry, or Terry, who they believe 
responsible for the shooting, and who 
answers the description given both by 
Crowley and his wife. Perry is an 
Austrian or Italian about 50 years old, 
thick set, wears a heavy gray mus- 
tache, speaks several languages and 
has been in the habit of hanging around 
employment offices and acting as in- 
terpreter. 

After the shooting he disappeared. 
Police detectives stated last night that 
all the evidence pointed toward him as 
being responsible for Crowley's death. 

The shooting was particularly cold- 
blooded. Crowley and his wife were in 
the employment bureau at No. 111 Fast 
Second street when the assailant en- 
tered. Without a word of warning he 
stepped up to Crowley and fired. He 
then shot at Mrs. Crowley but missed. 
There was a crowd of people near by 
at the time, but no one tried to inter- 
cept him and he made good his escape 
Though badly upset by the tragedy, 
Mrs. Crowley was able to give the po- 
lice an accurate description of the mur- 
derer. “he man worked for Crowley 
several days as a rustier of business 
and is said to have become disgruntle 
because another was given his place.
